FORTY MILES GOOD SPEED 


In Grand Prairie

The experiments 
showed that oil consumption at fifty- 
five miles an hour is seven times 
greater than at thirty-five; tire wear 
at fifty miles an hour twice that at 
forty, and gasoline consumption at 
fifty-five miles one-fourth greater 
than at thirty. For driving on the 
open road, the tests indicated that 
from forty to forty-five miles an 
hour is the most economical speed.

But the average taxpayer, buoyed up though he is by 
hope, cannot deny a sagging of the spirit when he views 
all the new demands laid upon him. It is all very well 
for ministers of finance to be receiving messages of con¬ 
gratulation on having successfully balanced their budgets, 
but any congratulations should be forwarded to the humble 
taxpayer, for it is on him that the ministers of finance 
are dependent. He is the conscientious, none too bright 
average citizen. If he were less conscientious, the finan¬ 
cial giants would approach their money problem with less 
assurance and much more carefully. If he were brighter, 
he would keep a closer tally on how his money is being 
spent. As it is, he pays the toll, with only a few extra 
wrinkles and an occasional moan, to show that the exact¬ 
ions hurt. 

Now the Canadian public is prepared to face heavier 
demands in this year’s taxes. Citizens on the whole real¬ 
ize that additional taxes are necessary. They do not 
doubt that the governments are doing their best, but they 
do doubt if the service justifies the outlay. So far as act-, 
ual legislation was concerned during the last session, all 
the members of oppositions and two-thirds of the mem¬ 
bers of governments might have been put on half pay and 
sent home, and exactly the same work done in less time. 

This year every citizen will pay to keep up the govern¬ 
mental machinery every time he turns round. This year 
he is guarding zealously against personal waste, watching 
every penny, in order to live, yet the toll of government 
keeps mounting. 

There is no question of the patriotism of Canadians. 
They are ready to make sacrifices if it is a question of 
the honor or welfare of their country. But they cannot 
alford to have money wasted. They cannot afford to fin¬ 
ance unnecessary useless projects, designed to enrich a 
few. They cannot afford to maintain an unlimited pay¬ 
roll. They cannot afford any overlapping of governments. 
In fact it is much easier to tabulate the things which thej 
cannot afford, than those which they can. 

All over the country has built up a vast machinery fot 
spending money. Little people thinking up ways to spend 
money so their jobs will impress us with their importance. 
They have all been led to believe that the source of sup¬ 
ply is inexhaustible, and only the taxpayer can rouse 
them from their dream. It is time he took a stand. 


Men everywhere are coining more and more to under¬ 
stand and appreciate the part the rural press is taking in 
the affairs of the nation. And its usefulness has increas¬ 
ed with its prosperity and the public’s confidence in it.

as handing out a “typical - c rack.” He continues: 

“The Observer believes that Mr. Luchkovitch, while 
possibly taking the wrong method, actually performed a 
useful public service in bringing this insurance business 
before the House of Commons. As we read his speech in 
unrevised Hansard, he did not make any charges against 
these companies on his own responsibility; but he did 
draw attention, quite properly, to the fact that such char¬ 
ges were being made and that they appeared to justify 
government action, by way of an inquiry. 

“The very best excuse for Mr. Luchkovitch’s speech 
was that it was followed by one of Mr. Bennett’s excellent 
and most informative addresses.

FREIGHT TRUCK LICENSE FEES 

Province of Alberta 


-S&SaSL CLASSIFICATION OF TRUCKS 

' ' ' V 

All freight vehicles and trucks, in addition to paying the 
fees set out below, must also pay the usual motor vehicle license as 
formerly, according to wheel base measurement. 

CLASS A.—Includes all trucks used as public carriers for 
freight haulage. Fees printed below. 

CLASS B.—Includes all freight vehicles otner than those in 
the other classes. Fees printed below. 

CLASS C.—Includes trucks operating, within cities, towns 
and villages. These are permitted to operate outside to the extent 
of five miles beyond the corporate boundaries of the cities, towns 
or villages in which they are licensed. No fee in this class other 
than usual motor license. 

CLASS D.—Includes trucks owned by farmers, market gar¬ 
deners, or ranchers and used for the transporting of their own 
property. No fee other than usual motor license. 

CLASS E.—Includes trucks in Classes “C” and “D” used for 
hauling grain between August 1st and December 31st in one year. 
Fees in this clas^TSne-quarter of those in Class “B.” 

FEES FOR CLASSES “A" and “B” 

Fees for Classes “A” and “B" are figured on gross weight, 
which shall mean the combined weight of the chassis, body and cab 
of the freight vehicle and the manufacturer’s rated carrying ca¬ 
pacity. 

Fees in these classes range from 50 cents per 100 lbs. to 
$1.75 per 100 lbs. according to their weight classification.

Alberta Legialature Ha« Covered 
Great Amount of Resource# Recent 


New taxes, new regulations and 
numerous changes in Alberta statutes 
\yill take effect in this province 
through bills enacted by the provin¬ 
cial legislature, which prorogued last 
week. A crop of 36 new acts will be 
placed upon the statute books as the 
result of the session. 

Income Tax • 

Heading the list of new levies is 
the provincial income tax, from which 
the province expects to raise $1,374,- 
000 during the present fiscal year, 
which opened on April 1. Persons 
liable for this tax are required to 
make their returns by May 31. 

Amendments to the Amusefnent 
Tax Act will result in theatre patrons 
contributing to a greater extent than 
heretofore to the provincial excheq¬ 
uer. The scale starts with a tax of 
two cents on theatre tickets above 10 
and up to 30 cents, while it is grad¬ 
uated upward from that point. This 
also provides for a schedule of 
taxation on dance halls while it also 
requires an amusement tax to be paid 
when a person has meals or refresh¬ 
ments in a cabaret, restaurant, din¬ 
ing room or other place when danc¬ 
ing is permitted, and no admission 
fee is charged. 

Fuel Oil Tax 

The new act which deals with a tax 
on fuel oil provides for licensing of 
all wl)olesale and retail dealers in 
fuel oil and Imposes drastic penalties 
for violations of the act. Every per¬ 
son who retails fuel oil from a truck, 
wagon or other vehicle also must be 
licensed under this act which aims to 
check “bootlegging” in gasoline and 
tax evasion. 

The house also has passed an act 
which provides for a temporary in¬ 
crease for the years 1932 and 1933 of 
taxes payable under the corporations 
taxation act by express, grain, insur¬ 
ance and telegraph companies. 

Turner Valley 

Two other bills passed of consider¬ 
able importance were those which 
ratify the agreements between the 
province and the banks in connection 
with the Wheat Pool guarantees, and 
between the province and the Wheat 
Pool concerning the security for the 
guarantees given, the banks by the 
province. 

Wheat Pool. 

The mileage tax on railways is in¬ 
creased under the railway taxation 
act, a provincial enactment. A brand 
new act, of which more probably will 
be heard this year, is the act for the 
conservation of gas resources in Tur¬ 
ner Valley. This provides for the ap¬ 
pointment of a conservation board of 
three members. —

The low necked geese of the 
world are ever hissing dispraisal be¬ 
cause their natures are little.
